. Governor Haskell's letter of date Sept. 
30th, the following statement: 
" 'Yes, I believe I am a defendant aa 
to certain government town site lots 
in one of nearly eleven thousand suits 
that you have had brought against as 
many different honorable and high- 
minded citizens of this state during 
this presidential campaign year, and 
you will not undertake to deny that 
petty politics for the purpose of re- 
publlcanlzing about twenty thousand 
Indian voters was your sole motive 
for having those suits brought, and I 
charge you with knowing that there 
has been no delay iu these cases, ex- 
cept that occasioned by the court's 
deliberations, taken 
by himself as

Calls It Misleading. 


"The above statement regarding the 


town site suits Is so Imperfect that It 
Is entirely misleading. All those suits 
In which Governor Haskell is defend- 
ant, except one, were filed in 1907 
prior to the admission of Oklahoma 
as a state. He is charged with a di-

prived of their property and the bills 
seek to hold him • personally liable for 
the injury thus Inflicted: • He has not 
answered to 'the merits la a single 
case, but all pleas filed by his attor- 
neys are purely technical and neces- 
sarily dilatory in effect. Mr. Mott, at- 
torney for the Creek nation, and my- 
self have many times urged a hearing 
on. the merits of these cases and I 
have personally 
proposed 
several 


times to his attorney of record that 
they file answers in the cases in order 
that a hearing might be had on the 
merits and the cases disposed of. 


Got No Response. 


"These suggestions have never met 


an affirmative response and the result 


. is that the cases have lakeu the regu- 


lar course of a heavy docket. 
We 


have announced several times in open 
court and otherwise that we are ready 
for an immediate hearing in any and 
all suits file:!. This has been done 
with a view of obtaining a speedy ad- 
justment of the controversies and in 
order to give 
any 
person charged 


with a primary liability an, opportun- 
ity to acquit himself on such charge, if 
possible, without delay. 


"This course could have been pur- 


sued without any violation of ultimate 
rights, as jurisdiction over the parties 
and subject matter cannot be waived 
in the federal courts, but for reasons 
probably sufficient unto them, the de- 
fendants have not approved it." 


Machines Smashed and Put 


Out and Many Persons 


are Injured. 


Brighton Beat-?:, N. Y.. Oct. 3.—With 


a trail of injured and dying men and 
hopelessly wrecked racing machines 
behind them, six of tho twelve auto- 
mobiles that started In the twenty- 
four hour race at tho Brighton Beach 
race track last evening were still In 
tho mad whirl today. All prudence 
had been cast to the winds and no 
risk considered too great, no danger 
too menacing to the drivers of the 
flying machines. As a result all pre- 
vious records have been eclipsed and 
it was apparent that if the terrific 
speed of the leaders was maintained 
to the end, nearly, If not quite, 100 
miles .would bo added to the twenty- 
four hour figures. 


Some of the Injured. 


Some of those hurt arc: 
Fickett, Thomas D., special officer; 


struck by car

track; both logs broken and Internal 
injuries; may die. 


Gatgon, Charles, driver; ran through 


outside rail; wrist broken, bruises and 
shock.

Ahead of the Mark. 


The four leaders at the end of the

Throe of tho cars managed 


to avoid the dodging figure on the 
track, but Robertson's machine struck 
him with fearful force and hurled him 
sixty feet. 
Pie was picked up uncon- 


scious and is now in a critical condi- 
tion at a hospital. 


Mishaps Came Rapidly.

satioual Allegations in 


Divorce Suit. 


New York, Oct. 3.—More ot the al- 


leged details of tho married life of 
Howard Gould and his wife were fur- 
nished to Justice Giegerlch in the su- 
preme court yesterday on an applica- 
tion in behalf of Mr. Gould to have 
certain allegations stricken from his 
wife's affidavits In her suit for a limit- 
ed divorce.

REGISTERING IN CHICAGO. 


Preliminaries to a Heavy November 


Vote in Progress. 


Chicago, Oct. 3.—Registration of vot- 


ers in the city, made necessary by the 
law which compels a new registration 
list of electors every two years, kept 
the election officials busy today in 
the 1,256 precincts in Chicago. 
Re- 


publican and 
democratic chiefs de- 


clared that an unusually heavy regis- 
tration would be made today and it 
was 'estimated that at least 270,000 
voters would file their names with 
the precinct judges. 


A second day for belated citizens to 


register has been fixed for October 
13th, and the total registration is ex- 
pected to reach the 410,000 mark. 


Four years ago" the first day's regis- 


tration totalled 263,271 voters, which 
was augmented by 143,149 additional 
names on the second day of registra- 
tion, giving a revised list of 404,130 
qualified electors.

Preserved Pineapples 


Select for this purpose the sugar loaf pineapple, which is longer 


than the strawberry and remains green even when nearly ripe. It is a 
pure white fruit with a shallow eye that can be easily peeled off. To 
test its ripeness pull one of the. little spines sharply. If it comes out 
easily the fruit is in good condition for preserving. 
It is best to put 


up pineapples in a moderately heavy 
syrup. 
A good proportion is

HOW TOi KILL GOPHERS 


A few yean: ago we had a plague 


of gophers In our garden. They under- 
mined the whole of it, so that when- 
ever any one i stepped the ground sank 
a few inches. 
The destruction

worked was fnightful. 
They ato plants 


below and ahdve the surface, but man- 
aged to keep imtirely out of sight. 


On one occq sion, however, I noticed 


the dirt with iwhich they had in their 
usual way cloi, ed the mouth of one of 
their holes mq ving. I gave it a blow 
with a heavy'stick and killed one of 
the pests. From that time they dis- 
appeared until two years after, when 
they made 
another 
invasion. 
Their 


greediness and activity were surprising 
and It seemed as though nothing would 
be left in the ijarden. 


I set a goph er trap again and again, 


but they only seemed to laugh at it, 
covering the. itrap with dirt and run- 
ning over it. 


Pieces of carrot and other vegetables 


were hollowed! out, filled with poison 
and put down' in the holes without ef- 
fect. They seamed to have taken pos- 
session and no thing would rout or dis- 
turb them. 


Seeing their partiality for lobelia it 


occurred to me it might be made a 
vehicle for pnison. but the question 
was how to make the poison adhere to 
the plant. 


I had been told that gophers were 


very fond of Bweets, so I procured one 
of the strongest poisons, cyanide of 
potassium, and mixed it up in honey. 
Then, taking sprays of lobelia (the lit- 
tle left of it), I I smeared them in the 
poisoned honejl and placed them in the 
gopher holes, 
i That settled them, and 


I have never been bothered with go- 
phers since.—J . L. G. 


MANURAL VALUE OF STRAW

SMALL VS. LARGE FLOCKS 


It seems to be the ambition of the 


average amateur to immediately get on 
top of the heap. He sees no reason 
why he cannot at once establish a good 


ime from poultry farming, and the 


way he figures out results is really re- 
markable. 


Does not his figures show that as he 


made so much profit on fifty hens that 
he can make ten times greater on 500? 


He forgets that in the care of fifty 


fowls he had plenty of time to supply 
all their wants, and that they received 
a greater variety of food than would 
be possible to give a flock ten times 
larger. The table scraps alone, in the 
feeding of fifty fowls, is an item that 
cannot be overlooked a.nd which in all 
• 


probability contributed more to the re- 
sults than everything else. 


In a small flock an ailing fowl is 


more rapidly noticed than it is in a 
large flock, for the reason that 
the 


keeper has more time to carefully in- 
spect In a flock of 500 the attendant 
must hurry up his work of feeding and 
watering and cleaning up, and he at 
times only mechanically glances at his 
birds. 


Large flocks necessitate the employ- 


ment of extra labor, and the "hired 
help" question is a serious one on a 
poultry farm. It. is difficult to secure 
a man who will take the same, interest 
in the flocks as you will yourself. He 
is working more for wages than he is 
for the success of the plant. 
The 


moral is this: Begin small, grow grad- 
ually an.1 stop growing when your ca- 
pacity is reached. 
If hired help must 


be employed assign some 
particular 


work to help, but keep the real personal 
management in your own hands. It is 
the only way to make a large poultry 
farm pay.

Bonaparte's Letter. 


The attorney general's letter says: 


There have been instituted dur- 


ing the administration of President 
Roosevelt 22S proceedings, civil and 
criminal, under these statutes. Of 
these seventy-three have been con- 
cluded successfully, forty have been 
concluded unsuccessfully 
and 115 


are now pending. The various fines 
imposed in criminal cases amount 
in the aggregate to $1,260,325. Un- 
der previous republican administra- 
tions there were instituted 
under 


those seventy-four civil and crimin- 
al proceedings, of which thirteen 
were concluded successfully, 
sixty 


were concluded unsuccessfully and 
one Is yet pending. The amount of 
fines Imposed in these proceedings 
was $8,501.

under these laws fifty proceedings, 
civil and criminal, of which four- 
teen were concluded

I could not inform you how many 


corporations 
in 
the 
aggregation 


have been defendants In these cases 
without an inquiry which would be 
attended with considerable delay.

large, since in most of the civil pro- 
ceedings there have been numerous 
defendants of this character. 
For 


example, In. the suit 
In 
equity 


against the Standard Oil company 
of New Jersey and others, there are 
some seventy corporations, as well 
as a number of Individuals, among 
the defendants. 


It is, of course, needless for mo 


to say that the mere fact that a cor- 
poration or association is called a 
"trust" by Mr. John Moody in his 
manual does not prove, or even 
tend to prove, that the organization 
in question or its members have 
been guilty of any violation of fed- 
eral laws. 
Neither is such guilt 


suggested by the fact that such or- 
ganization may do a large and ap- 
parently profitable business. 
The 


criminal provisions of the statute 
generally shown as the Sherman 
anti-trust law apply only to those 
who enter Into contracts, combina- 
tions or conspiracy in restraint of 
trade, and, although the statute pro 
vides that such contract, combina 
tion or conspiracy shn'll he none tlio 
less criminal because it takes the 
form of a trust, this does not, of 
course, make trusts of themselves 
criminal.

ed. either nivily or criminally, al 
cases of alleged misconduct under 
the statutes above.mentioned which 
have been brought to Its attention 
from a responsible source and In 
which the results of a careful In 
qulry by competent and impartia 
officers disclosed the existence o 
such facts and of snch obtainable 
legal evidence to prove them as af 
forded a reasonable hope of sue 
cess in such prosecution.

Mr. Longworth asserted 


that Bryan would be defeated for the 
presidency at the polls in November 
as the result of the statements Issued 
from the white house by President 
Roosevelt.

ham aprons and want those that are 
easily made and require only a small 
amount of material, will do well to 
copy the model illustrated. 
The pat- 


tern is cut in four sizes—thirty-two, 
thirty-six, forty and forty-four inch 
bust 
measure. 
The sizes change 


every four inches, which is sufficient 
to insure a fit in such garments if 
one understands how to order. The 
given numbers will fit the bust meas- 
ure stated, and also those two Inches 
smaller and one inch larger. For'in- 
stance, a thirty-six inch bust measure 
will fit from thirty-four to thirty-sev- 
en, but at thirty-eight it rmist be or- 
dered from the forty bust measure. 


To copy the apron four and three- 


quarters yards of material twenty-sev- 
en inches wide will be needed, or four 
yards thirty-six inches wide. 
When 


plaid materials are employed, a pretty 
effect can.be obtained if the front of 
the apron is cut on the straight of 
the goods and the sides on the bias. 
The yoke, armholes and tops of the 
pockets should'be bound with a nar- 
row bias strip, either of the apron 
goods or of a plain colored gingham. 
The apron is adjusted in the back 
with a button and buttonhole at the 
waist line, for which ties may be sub- 
stituted if preferred. 
The body por- 


tions ' are held in place across the 
shoulders by a narrow strap. It may-

ought to reduce them twenty-five cents a head.

There are five streets that run to this 
point, and right in the middle was an old brewery, and the 
streets on either side were lined with grog-shops. The news- 
papers turned a search light on tho district, and before they 
could stop it, the first thing they had to do was to buy tho 
old brewery and turn it into a mission, and today it is a decent, 
respectable place. 


"The saloon is the sum of all villainies.

If I remember rightly, the Legislature appropriated nearly 
$9,000,000 to take care of the state institutions. 
Do away 


with the saloon, and you will close these institutions.

saloons make them necessary, and they make the poverty, and 
fill the jails, and the penitentiaries. Who has to pay the bills? 
The landlord that don't get'the rent because the money goes 
for whisky; the butcher, and the grocer, and the charitable 
person who takes pity on the children of drunkards, and the 
tax-payer who supports the insane asylums and other institu- 
tions, that the whisky business keeps full and makes you go 
down in your pocket to support.

drunken dead, who crawl away "into the jaws of death, into 
tho mouth of Hell," and then, out of the valley o£ the shadow 
of the drink, let me call the appertaining motherhood, and 
wifehood, and childhood, and let their tears rain down upon 
the purple faces. Do you think that would stop the curse of 
the liquor traffic?

In these days when the question of saloon or no saloon 


is at the fore in almost every community, one hears a good 
deal about what Is called "personal liberty." These are fine,

But "personal liberty" is not for his patient, long-suffering 
wife, who has to endure with what fortitude she may his 
blows and curses; nor is it for his children who, if they escape 
his insane rage are yet robbed of every known joy and privil- 
ege of childhood, and too often grow up neglected, uncared 
for and vicious as the result of their surroundings and the ex- 
ample before them: "personal liberty" is not for the sober, 
industrious citizen who from the proceeds of honest toil and 
orderly living, has to pay, willingly or not, the tax bills which 
pile up as the direct result of drunkenness, disorder, and pov- 
erty, the items of which are written in the records of every 
police court and poorhouse in the land; nor is "personal lib- 
erty" for the good woman who goes abroad in the town only 
at the risk of being shot down by some drink-crazed creature. 
This rant about "personal liberty" as an argument, has no 
leg to stand upon. 


Now, last year t.he corn crop was 2.553.732 bushels, and 


Secretary Wilson says that 
the breweries use less than two per cent: I will say that they 
use two per cent. That would make 51,000,000 bushels, and 
at fifty cents a bushel that would be about S25.000.000.

200.000.000 to care for tho judicial machinery. 
In other 


words, the whisky business cost us last year. S3.-100.000,000. 
I will subtract from that the dirty ?350.000.ono which we got. 
and It leaves $3.050.000.000 |n favor of knocking the whisky 
business out on purely a money basis. 
And listen' 
Last 


year we spent $6.000.000.000 for our paupers and criminals, in- 
sane, orphans, feeble-minded, etc.. in the United States, and 
eighty-two per cent of our criminals are whisky made, and se.v- 
cnty-fire per cent of the paupers are whisky made, nnd the in- 
crease in wealth was only $5.000.000.000. so you ran figure 
out ho- long it will take us to go into bankruptcy wUh "that 
cussed 6V -*ss on our backs. 
The average factory hand 


earns $450 i year, and it ccsta us S1.200 a year to support 
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each of our whisky criminals. 
There are 
32fi,000 enrolled 


criminals in tho United States, and 80,000 in jails and peni- 
tentiaries. 
Three-fourths were sent there because of drink, 


:md then they have the audacity to say the saloon is needed 
1'or money revenue. Never was there a baser lie, or a heart 
so vile or lips black enough to utter such a lie. 


"But," says the whisky fellow, "we would lose trade; 


(he farmer would not come to town to trade." You lie. I am 
a farmer. 
I was horn and raised on a farm and I have the 


malotlors of the barnyard on me today. 
Yes, sir. And when 


you say that, you insult the best class of men on. God's dirt. 
Say, when you put up the howl that if you don't have the 
saloons the farmer won't trade—say, Mr. Whisky Men, why 
do you dump money into polities'and back the Legislatures 
into the'corner and fight to the last ditch to'prevent the en- 
actment of county local option? 
You knew if the farmers 


were given a chance they would knock the whisky business 
into Hell the first throw out of the box. 
You are afraid, 


i You have cold feet on the proposition. You are afraid to give 
the farmer a chance. 
They are scared 
to death of you 


farmers. 


I heard my friend, Governor Hanly, of Indiana, use the 


following illustrations: 


" 'Oh.' but they say, 'governor, there is another danger 


to the local option, because it means a loss of market, to the 
farmer. 
We are consumers of large quantities of grain in 


the manufacture of our products. If you drive us out of busi- 
ness you strike down that market and it will create a money 
panic in this country, such as you have never seen, if you do 
that.1 
I might answer it by saying that less than two per cent 


of the gram produced in this country is used for that pur- 
pose, but I pass that by. I want to debate the merit of the 
statement itself, and I., think I can demonstrate in ten minutes 
to any thoughtful man, to any farmer, that the brewer who ' 
furnishes him a market for a bushel of corn is not his bene- 
factor, or the benefactor of any man', from an economic stand- 
point. 
Let -us see. 
An Indiana farmer brings to the brewer 


a bushel of corn. 
He finds a market for it. 
He gets fifty 


cents and goes his way, with the statement of the brewer ring- ' 
ing in his ears that the brewer is the benefactor. 
But you 


haven't got a.ll the factors in the problem, Mr. Brewer, and you 
caunot get a correct solution of a problem without all the • 
factors in the' problem. You take the farmer's bushel of corn, 
brewer or .distiller, and you brew and distill from it four and 
one-half gallons of spirits. I don't know how much he dilutes 
them before he puts them on the market. 
Only the brewer, 


the distiller and God knows. 
The man who drinks it don't, 


but, 
if he don't dilute it at all, he puts on the "market four 


and a half gallons of intoxicating liquor, thirty-six pint's. 
I 


am not going to trace the thirty-six. 
It will take too long. 


But I want to trace three of them, and 1 will give you no 
imaginary stories plucked from the brain of an excited ora- 
tor. 
I will take instances from the judicial pages of the su- 


preme court and the circuit court judges reports in Indiana 
and in Illinois to make my case. 


"Two years ago in the city of Chicago a young man of 


good parents, good character, one Sunday crossed tho street 
and entered a saloon, open against the law. 
He found there 


boon companions. There was laughter, song and jest and 
much drinking. 
After awhile, drunk, insanely drunk, his 


money gone, he was kicked into the street. He found his way 
across to his mother's home. 
He importuned her for money 


to buy more drink. 
She refused him. 
He seized from the 


sideboard a revolver and ran out into the street and with the 
expressed determination of entering the saloon and getting 
more drink, money or no money. 
His little mother followed 


him into t.he street. 
Oh, men of Delaware county! 
His fond 


mother follows him into the street. 
She put her hand upon 


him in loving restraint. He struck it from him in anger and 
then his sister came and added her entreaty in vain. 
And 


then a neighbor, whom he knew, trusted and respected, came 
and put his hand on him in gentleness and friendly kindness 
but in an insanity of drunken rage he raised the revolver and 
short his friend dead in his blood upon the street. There was 
a trial: he was was found guilty of murder. 
He- was sen- 


tenced to life imprisonment, and when the little mother heard 
the verdict—a frail little bit of a woman—she threw up her 
hands and fell in a swoon. 
In three hours she was dead. 


"In the streets of Freeport. 111., a young man of good 


family became involved in a controversy with a lewd woman 
of the town. 
He went in a drunken frenzy to his father's 


home, armed himself with n deadly weapon and set forth 
in the city in search of the woman with whom he had 
quarreled. 
The first person he met. upon the public square in 


the city, in the daylight, in a place where she had a right to 
be. was one of the most refined and cultured women of Kreo- 
porL She carried in her arms her babe, motherhood and baby- 
hood, upon the streets of Freeport in the day time where they 
had a right, to be. but this young mr.n in his dritnken insanity 
mistook her for the woman he sought and shot her dead upon 
the streets with her babe in her arms. He was trier! ,uid Judge 
Ferand. in sentencing him <o life imprisonment, said: 
'You 


are tho seventh man in two years to be sentenced for murder 
while intoxicated. 


"Last spriag. in the city of Anderson, you remember the 


tragedy in the Blake home. 
A young man came home intox- 


icated, demanding money of his mother. She refused it. He 
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seized from the wood box a hatc-het and killed his mother, 
and then robbed her. 
You remember he tied. The officers of 


the law pursued him. brought him l>a<-k. 
An indictment was 


read to him, diarsani; him with the murder of the mother who 
had given him I'.is birth, of her who had gone down into the 
valley of the shadow of de;;ih to give him life, of .her who 
had looked down into his blue eyes and thanked Got! for his 
life. 
And h<? said. 'I am guilty, I did it all.' 
And Judge 


McClure sentenced him to life imprisonment. 


"Now I have followed probably three of the thirty-six 


pints of the farmer's product of a bushel of corn and the three 
of them have struck down seven lives, the three boys who 
committed the murders, the three persons who were killed and 
the little mother who dies of a broken heart. And now, I want 
to know, my farmer friend, if this has been a good commercial 
transaction for you. You sold a bushel of corn; you found a 
market: you got fifty cents; but a fraction of this product 
struck down seven lives, all of whom would have been con- 
sumers of your products for their life expectancy. 
And do 


you mean to say that is a good economic transaction to you? 
That disposes of the market question until it is answered, let 
no man argue further." 


And say, my friends. New York City's annual drink bill 


is $3Cr-.000.000 a year. $l.000.l>i)0 a day. Listen a minute! 
That is four times the annual output of gold, and it is at 
l'\:st one-third U>" value ol' all Hie coal mined in the United 
States. 
And in some sections of New York there is one sa- 


'oon for every thirty families. 
The money spent in New York 


by the working people for drink in ten years would buy every 
working man in New York a beautiful home and allow $3,500 
for house and Jot. 
New York's annual drink bill would buy 


72,000,000 ban-els of Hour, nearly a barrel for every man and 
woman in the United States. 
U would take fifty people one 


year to count the money in ?i bills, and they would cover 
10,000 acres of ground. That is what the people in New York 
dump into the whisky hole in one year. And then you wonder 
why there is poverty and crime, and that the country is not 
more prosperous. 


This Rang is circulating a circular about. Kansas City, 


Kunsas. 
1 defy you to prove a statement in it. Listen! Kan- 


sas City is a town of 100,000 population, and temperance went 
into effect-. .Inly i, i o o G . 
They then had 250 saloons, 200 


gambling hells and sixty houses of ill-fame. 
The population 


was largely foreign, and inquiries have come from Germany, 
Sweden and Norway, asking the influence of tho enforcement 
of the prohibitory law. 


At the end of one year, the president of one of the larg- 


est banks in Kansas City, a, man who had protested against 
the enforcement of the prohibitory law on the ground that it 
would hurt business, found that, at the end of one year his 
bank deposits had increased $1,700,000, and seventy-two per 
cent of the deposits were from men who had never saved a 
cent before, ami forty-two per cent came from men who had 
never had a dollar in the bank, but because tho saloons were 
driven out they had a chance to save, and the people who ob- 
jected on the grounds that it would injure business, found an 
increase of 209 per cent in building operations; and, further- 
more, there were three times as many people building homes

I 
am indebted to my friend, George R. Stuart, for some ot the 
following points: 


I will show you how your money is burned up. 
It costs 


20 cents to make a gallon of whisky, sold over the counter at 
ten cents a glass', which brings $4.00. Listen, where does it 
go? 
Who gets the twenty cents? 
The farmer for his corn 


and rye. 
Who gets the rest? The United States Government 


for collecting revenue, and the big corporations, and part is 
used to pave our streets and pay our police. 
I'll show you. 


I'm going to show you this afternoon how it is burned up, and 
you don't need half sense to catch on, and if you don't under- 
stand just keep still and nobody will ever know the differ- 
ence.
